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Long Delays in Renovations of Police 
Offices Discourage Staff, Impede Work

“Morale has dropped so low 
in the department that it’s affec¬ 
ting people's attitudes on how 
they work/' said Fraternal Or¬ 
der of Police President Dave 
Fulgham concerning the reno¬ 
vation project at Police head¬ 
quarters. 

Poor wiring in the dispatcher's 
office, warped wall paneling be¬ 
tween the dispatcher’s office and 
the rest of the department, and 
cracked walls on the side of the 
dispatcher's office are only some 
examples of the work done by the 
city Public Works Department* 
according to Fulgham. 

These examples of the quality of 
workmanship of the renovation 
project were observed by this wri¬ 
ter while on a tour of the police 
headquarters given by Fulgham on 
September 28. Fulgham noted that 
this type of workmanship and the 
generally slow pace of work has 
hurt the morale of the police force. 

Officially, renovation started in 
June, 1978 when Chief of Police 
William T. Lane move ' into his 
new office upstairs, according to 
Fulgham. When contacted, City 
Manager James Giese gave this 
same date as the start of the ren¬ 
ovation project. 

'Tm publicly embarrassed to 
bring visitors in this office,’' said 
Fulgham. He charged that a cos¬ 
metic effect that calls for putting 
new walls up first and generally 
making the exterior of the police 
headquarters look good has in ef¬ 
fect hidden the poor work done in 
the interior of the department. 

For example, no restroom facili¬ 
ties exist for the officers or dis¬ 
patchers. Inadequate office space 
exists where 19 officers share one 
room, and presently there is no 
safe place to put prisoners, said 
Fulgham. He further added that 
these problems are not seen by 
outsiders who just stop by the 
dispatcher’s window. 

Some employees in the building 
said they were embarrassed to 
come into the police offices because 
of the crude graffiti (now removed) 
on the walls pertaining to the city 
manager and others. Fulgham 
acknowledged this, noting that it 
was done in the hope that the 
work would be accelerated. 

Reason for Delay 

"Why has it taken 14 months to 
work on the renovation project” 
asks Fulgham. The new wing to 
the Municipal Center has been op¬ 
ened for at least one year, yet the 
work on this project is still far 
from completed, he added , 

New SHL Schedule For

In a move that should help elim¬ 
inate passenger overcrowding on 
the University of Maryland Spring- 
hill Lake route, shuttlebus officials 
are adding a 57-seat coach along 
with the current 24-seat minibus. 

Ridership this semester unex¬ 
pectedly increased over 25% on the 
Springhill Lake route, creating long 
waits and overcrowding. The in¬ 
creased service is scheduled to be¬ 
gin Monday, October 8. 

Other changes in the Springhill 
Lake route include operating on a 
40-nainute instead of the current 
30-mlnute run. Increased traffic 
congestion over the years has made 
it virtually impossible to complete 
the run in 30 minutes. With two 


Councilman Thomas White a- 
greed that the work had taken a 
long time and that the police have 
a legitimate complaint about the 
slow progress of the work. How¬ 
ever, he added that the City Public 
Works department has many other 
concerns to work on at the same 
time. 

White mentioned the fact that 
the council made the decision that 
the work was to be done by the 
city’s work force and not outside 
contractors and that the budget 
was not increased for this project. 
These decisions made the prior¬ 
ities of the city more important 
than the renovation project, he 
said. 

Police dispatcher Cindy McKnew 
explained an incident that expresses 
the general lack of communication 
that exists between the police de¬ 
partment and City Manager James 
Giese. Before July, the station a- 
larms located in the dispatcher’s 
office were at least 10 feet off the 
floor, making it impossible to reach 
them for the dispatchers, said Mc¬ 
Knew. McKnew filed a memo 

off the audible alarm that went off 
for the Twin Pines Savings and 
Loan on Centerway, I stepped on 
a chair and while trying to turn 
off the alarm the chair tipped al¬ 
most causing me to fall,” said Mc¬ 
Knew. McKnew filled a memo 

dated June 4, concerning rthis in¬ 
cident that took place on June 1. 

The work was not done until 

about three weeks later and when 

the city lowered the alarms, they 
would not work for several days 
according to Fulgham, This par¬ 
ticular memo never reached Giese. 
Fulgham said that he had been 
told by the Public Works Dept, 
that this problem would be taken 
care of immediately. When Giese 
was informed of this incident, he 
said he had not been told of it. 

Radio Outdated 

Another problem is the condition 
of the radio that dispatchers use 
to keep officers in touch with head¬ 
quarters. That radio must be “at 
least 20 years old,” said Fulgham. 

Mr. Giese asked us (the dispatch¬ 
ers) what new type of radio equip¬ 
ment was needed, said McKnew. 
“We put a great deal of work into 
it and presented what we thought 
was a good package,” she added. 
When Giese was shown their plans, 
he said it was out of the financial 
range of ithe city according to Mc¬ 
Knew. 

However, Giese then went to 
NASA and had a group of com¬ 
munications experts come to de¬ 
termine what type of radio equip¬ 
ment was needed, said Fulgham. 

Md. Shuttlebus 

buses operating, there will be a bus 
by each stop approximately every 
20 minutes under the new system. 

Hie other major change involves 
rerouting of the buses, , neces¬ 
sitated by the new larger buses’ 
inability to safely maneuver the 
tight turns in the apartment com¬ 
plex. The stops are the Metro stop 
at Beltway Plaza, Cherrywood Lane 
and Cherrywood Court, Springhill 
Lane and Springhill Drive, Spring- 
hill Lane and Breezewood Court, 
Springhill Lane and Breezewood 
Drive, Breezewood Drive and Cher¬ 
rywood Terrace.

Their plans were 90% of what the 
dispatchers had come up with, ac¬ 
cording to Fulgham. When asked 
about this, Giese saiu there was no 
real problem about the new radio 
console that the police needed.. He 
added that when the money was 
available, .then it could be purchas¬ 
ed. Yet, at the present time it 
remains necessary for the police to 
continue to use the clearly out¬ 
dated radio, charged Fulgham. 

Giese explained that he sympa¬ 
thizes with the police but he said 
that they must realize that the 
Public Works Department is also 
responsible for the general main¬ 
tenance of all the public buildings 
in the city. Giese also said that 
there is a constant manpower shor¬ 
tage to work on this project. When 
asked how much money he esti¬ 
mated the city was saving by us¬ 
ing their own workers instead of 
private contractors, Giese could not 
estimate the amount saved. 

Inadequate Security 

In an interview with Council¬ 
man Richard Castaldi, he expres¬ 
sed the potential dangers of inade¬ 
quate security that exists at police 
headquarters. ’Tm concerned a- 
bout the lock-up conditions/* said 
Castaldi. Currently the detention 
room is under construction so there 
is no place to secure prisoners, he 
said. 

“We have no place to put pris¬ 
oners so we handcuff them to 
chairs, desks, doorknobs, an any¬ 
thing that cannot move,” said Ful¬ 
gham. Castaldi added that he is 
also concerned about this situation 
because if the police have inade¬ 
quate security, then this endangers 
the public employees working 
throughout the building. 

A good solution to these com¬ 
plaints from the police about this 
situation would be a working ses¬ 
sion between the council, the police 
and Giese, said Castaldi. He men¬ 
tioned that the police were sched¬ 
uled to meet with council once be¬ 
fore but the meeting had been can¬ 
celled because of Hurricane David. 
Castaldi also said that council had 
received another letter from the 
police requesting another meeting 
to be held as soon as possible. 
“The police do not feel satisfied 
with the city manager, and when 
we get together these problems can 
be worked out,” said Castaldi, 

Council will meet with Green- 
belt’s Fraternal Order of Police on 
Wednesday, October 10 at 7:30 p.m. 

Giese, Castaldi and the police all 
agree that after the first meeting 
the city began working more 
quickly on the renovation project. 
They also want to find solutions to 
these problems as soon as possible.

Beltway Plaza Mall Shopping Center 
Attracts New Merchandising Firms

Basco, Inc., a department-catalog store, opened its doors in 
the Beltway Plaza Shopping Center today. Located in the former 
S. Klein’s store, Basco is occupying 85,000 square feet on the 
ground level of the 310,000 square-foot building. Klein’s has been 
closed for four years. 


Basco, a Philadelphia based firm, 
operates 14 catalog showrooms and 
pick-up centers in Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey, Delaware and Mary¬ 
land. In addition, Basco provides 
shop-by-phone service to residents 
throughout the Middle Atlantic 
States. 

According to Sidney Brown, de¬ 
veloper of the Beltway Plaza, 
K-Mart will also occupy space on 
the ground floor of the building. 
Brown said the Motor Vehicle Ad¬ 
ministration is talking about locat¬ 
ing offices on the second floor. 

Mall Stores 

Inside the Beltway Mall, there 
is also a new look. Webster Men’s 
Wear will merchandise excess stock 
from its 87 stores and feature brand 
names, both at discount prices. 
Webster, a Baltimore-based orga¬ 
nization, is located in the west end 
of the mall (formerly Robert Hall). 
According to the manager, Web¬ 
ster has signed a 30-day lease and 
“will remain if sales continue to 
be strong." 

Alpen Pantry, featuring cheeses 
and wines, is expected to open soon; 
the International Bazaar has al¬ 
ready opened its doors; and Fash¬ 
ion Factory has doubled its size. 


Brown also unveiled plans for a 
“Goodyear” facility next to the 
First Federal Savings and Loan 
Building on Cherrywood Lane. “We 
have a lease and a site plan,” he 
said. He was also enthusiastic 
about A&P's proposed expansion of 
10,000 square feet. The receiving 
area will be renovated to accom¬ 
modate truck bays. 

Brown noted that plans are on 
the drawing boards for an office 
building to the west of Cherrywood 
Lane, off Greenbelt Road. 

Skateboard Park 

The proposed all-concrete Skate¬ 
board Park is still slated for devel 
opment. Construction, Brown said, 
will proceed as soon as erosion 
problems are corrected. The Skate 
board Park, planned for a site on 
the west side of Cherrywood Lane, 
was approved by the County Coun¬ 
cil a year ago. 

Grading of the site was com 
pleted over the winter, but land 
slides occurred. In May, the coun¬ 
ty’s Department of Licenses and 
Permits issued a stop work order. 
This decision was appealed before 
the County Board of Appeals on 
September 26 and a decision is ex¬ 
pected tomorrow.

There will be no window service, 
and lockbox service will be provid¬ 
ed on a holiday schedule.

Collections will be made from 
boxes at mail offices, stations and 
branches, self-service Postal cen¬ 
ters and where needed in business 
areas and on main thoroughfares. A 
full residential collection will be 
provided in residential areas at city 
delivery offices. The collection will 
be made in time to connect with 
the last dispatch of mail, which in 
most cases will not be before 3 p.m. 

Customers may purchase stamps, 
postal cards, envelopes and insur¬ 
ance up to $15.00 for packages from 
self-service postal centers, which 
are open 24 hours daily at the Belt- 
way Plaza.

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Capitol Cadillac Sign Okayed Police Blotter 
Nothing New on Post Office

On Thursday, September 13, the 
County Planning Board approved 
the Capital Cadillac site plan am¬ 
endment for a high rise sign near 
the Beltway. Capital Cadillac vice- 
president Jack Curlett told the 
News Review the sign was “in the 
best interests of our business and 
in the best possible taste.” He 
hoped to erect the blue and white 
company sign before October 9, 
the official grand opening of the 
car dealership. 

Jack Elevens from the County 
Planning Board staff felt the sign 
had been approved for a combin¬ 
ation of reasons. First, there 
wasn’t enough reason or legal bas¬ 
is to disapprove the sign and sec¬ 
ond, a low-lying sign would not ful¬ 
fill the purpose of the applicants. 
The reason Capital Cadillac gave 
for changing from a low-lying sign 
was that there was not a location 
where such a sign could be seen 
from both Greenbelt Road and the 
Beltway from all directions. Blev¬ 
ins further added that this was 
the first sign reviewed by the 
Planning Board. Generally county 
regulations deal merely with the 
square footage and type of sign. 
He noted that it was an unusual 
situation because the Planning 
Board had created the condition 
of reviewing any sign for the site. 

The city was represented at the 
mcming hearing by Assistant City 
Manager Dennis Piendak. Al¬ 
though the Planning Board staff 
recommended approval cf the sign, 
the commissioners directed them 
to explore other alternatives. How¬ 
ever, after Piendak left David 
Freishtat, attorney for Capital 
Cadillac, in a second appearance 
before the Planning Board, asked 
that the issue be settled and net 
deferred. Blevins, Freishtat, and 
Curlett then drove to the site and 
looked at six possible locations for 
a low lying sign. However, none 
was found with good visibility from 
both roads in both directions. At 
the afternoon hearing, the high 
sign was approved 2-1 with one 
abstention in view of the fact a 
city representative could not be 
present. 

Post Office 

“It’s been quiet,” replied David 
Richards from the National Capi¬ 
tal Planning Commission (NCPC) 
when asked about developments in 
the proposed new Gr^jnbelt Post 
Office. He exlained that the last 
he heard the Postal Service plan¬ 
ned to leave customer services in 
the center and look for another 
site for distribution facilities. “The 
important thing is they seem to 
have given up the Parkway site,” 
he added. When the postal service 
does select a site, the selection will 
be sent to NCPC for approval. 

During the spring the Post Of¬ 
fice sought the informal reaction 
of the city to parcel 8 or parcel 
2. Parcel 8 is located between 
Kenilworth and Ridge Road, north 
of Crescent. The land was pur¬ 
chased partially with federal and 
state funds and is pledged as green 
space. In addition, council mem¬ 
bers felt the location at the en¬ 
trance to the city was not good. 
Ccmncil also objected to parcel 2 
off Hamilton Place because it was 
an inaccessible location and trucks 
would need to drive through a res¬ 
idential area. 

The city sent a list of privately- 
owned land it might consider for 
the distribution site to the Postal 
Service, The list included unsub¬ 
divided land at Beltway Plaza, pro¬ 
perty at the end of Hanover Park¬ 
way, part of parcel 15 near the 
American Legion, and property 
near Edmonston Road and Kenil¬ 
worth Avenue extended. In addi¬ 
tion, Maryland National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission of¬ 
ficials have sent a list of seven 
publiely-ewned vacant sites in the 
Greenbelt area to Theodore Wade, 
Post Office Rea’:y Management 
and Acquisition Specialist.

GHI Rehabilitation Kick-off Attracts Large 
Gathering for Speeches and Insulation Demo

Last Sunday afternoon Greenbelters again proved that it takes 
more than a little rain and a Redskins game to keep them at home. 
More than 200 members and friends of Greenbelt Homes joined 
board and staff at the North End School to celebrate together the 
start of their multi-million dollar rehabilitation venture. After 
years of planning for the most cost-effective and energy-saving 
renovation of the 40-year-old homes and struggling for more than 
a year to find a reasonable means of financing the work, GHI is 
ready to begin. And, just in case anyone was still doubtful, a dem¬ 
onstration crew was busy installing insulation next door at 7-A 
and 7-B Laurel Hill. 


<f Renovation is the most -impor¬ 
tant event for GHI since its con¬ 
struction some 40 years ago,” GHI 
president Don Volk told his warmly 
receptive audience. “The program 
is designed to reduce our heating 
bills. Now that we have finally got¬ 
ten everyone to agree on what to 
do and how to finance it, the real 
work, which will take several years, 
can begin." The purpose, he noted, 
is “energy-savings”; the cause has 
been the dramatic rise in the price 
of heating oil. “In the eight years 
I have served on the board, I have 
seen the price of oil rise from 13 
cents per gallon to 75 cents. Insula¬ 
tion and new windows to cut down 
on heat loss are the core of the 
program,' he said. 

Volk reminded those present that 
GHI, in its heat-conservation proj¬ 
ects initiated since 1973, has already 
cut its total fuel consumption from 
2.2 million gallons per year to 1.6. 
If GHI can now reduce that figure 
to “1.2 or maybe 1.1, then we will 
have cut our fuel use in half in 
less than ten years." 

The U.S, Department of Hous¬ 
ing and Urban Development (HUD) 
has committed $6.4 million in loans 
to GHI to be repaid at 3 % over 
20 years under its section 312 pro¬ 
gram. Speaking for HUD, Nick 
Farr delighted the audience: “I ga¬ 
ther Greenbelt has always been a 
unique community—first when it 
was built and later as the only one 
of the four green towns to become 
a co-operative owned by its resi¬ 
dents, Greenbelt has maintained 
itself as a unique community for 
40 years." Farr is Deputy Assist¬ 
ant Secretary for Community Plan¬ 
ning and Development. 

Farr praised GHI and the repre¬ 
sentatives of various governmental 
agencies for putting together in a 
short time “a very complicated 
joint venture: the largest 312 reha¬ 
bilitation program an the country, 
both in the amount of money com¬ 
mitted and in the number of hous¬ 
ing units; among the largest sec¬ 
tion 8 substantial rehabilitation 
housing assistance programs in 
the country ; virtually the only pro¬ 
gram that puts both sources of fi¬ 
nancing together and the only one 
that is a co-operative." Further¬ 
more, he added, the overall pro¬ 
gram includes “substantial Com¬ 
munity Development Block grant 
funds (one million dollars), pos¬ 
sibly city revenue bonds, Maryland 
state housing rehabilitation funds 
and private sector financing. Put¬ 
ting the whole thing together is 
quite an accomplishment," he re¬ 
iterated. 

"We like it," Farr smiled, “We 
like it because we can see how 
our programs can work together, 
particularly over the next few 
years. Energy conservation," he 
speculated, “is going to be where 
the action is in the eighties and you 
people are way ahead ... So we’ll 
be watching very closely." 

Farr was impressed with GHI 
as an economically “integrated 
community—persons of all income 
levels can live here. The low-inter¬ 
est 3 % 312 loan will mean that those 
with middle incomes can remain 
here. Section 8 housing assistance 
payments will make it possible for 
persons with very low incomes, par¬ 
ticularly the elderly, to remain here 
and not pay more than a quarter 


of their income on housing. The 
expense of this rehabilitation would 
be intolerable," he emphasized, “for 
these two groups were it not for 
our programs. These people could 
not otherwise stay in this extraor¬ 
dinarily attractive place to live” 

Farr also told the audience -that 
there will be an affirmative action 
program to offer this community as 
a place for minorities in the area 
to consider as a place to live. 

Congratulations 

Public officials in person or by 
letter offered congratulations to the 
co-operative community. “Green¬ 
belt has always had a program for 
tomorrow," wrote Congresswoman 
Spellman, “and has regularly af¬ 
firmed its dedication to the well¬ 
being of its families and commu¬ 
nity." She too commented on “the 
uniqueness of Greenbelt. The City," 
she wrote, “has made the most of 
the land-use planning which was 
its heritage and has respected and 
preserved the human values which 
inspired the original dream."

liam Gullett, who was personally 
representing County Executive 
Larry Hogan, was impressed, he 
said, though not surprised, by the 
size of the turn out. Calling Green¬ 
belt “one of the most knowledge¬ 
able communities" in the county, 
he ventured a guess that “some¬ 
where else only 5 or 6 people would 
have shown up." Hogan “is inter¬ 
ested in upgrading the housing 
stock of the county. You may have 
read in today’s paper that he wants 
only homes costing more than 
$85,000. What makes even more 
sense," Gullett said, “is upgrading 
what we have." Speaking for his 
own department, he said “We will 
put our full resources into working 
with you." 

County Councilman Frank Casula 
offered congratulations to GHI, 
praising the hard work, enthu¬ 
siasm and the ability to overcome 
its periodic internal squabbles. The 
audience, in good humor, laughed. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld reviewed 
for the audience the city’s involve¬ 
ment in the revitalization of the 
GHI neighborhood. With the as¬ 
sistance of CDBG funds in an on¬ 
going program the city has been 
“undertaking a variety of public 
improvements in the GHI neighbor¬ 
hoods," principally the reconstruc¬ 
tion of some of the original streets.

CITY OF GREENBELT STATEMENT 

by Mayor Gil Weidenfeld 

The rehabilitation program being inaugurated by Greenbelt Homes 
today is the most extensive in the history of the City. . . . GHI and 
the City have worked together in many ways to the benefit of both. 
We have fought for the controlled development of our city' in a man¬ 
ner befitting the high standards of planning set forth for the original 
Greenbelt development. We have worked to protect our environment, 
avoid being turned into a massive highway interchange and to pre¬ 
serve green space. 

Now, the members of GHI are inaugurating this extensive rehabil¬ 
itation program after years of planning and deliberation. The hard 
work of the Board of Directors and the GHI staff has resulted in 
GHI and its members being assisted in the rehabilitation program 
with a low interest Federal loan and Section 8 Housing Assistance 
Payments for those members having low incomes. . . . 

. . , The City Council looks forward to working with GHI to suc¬ 
cessfully complete this major undertaking. While GHI will be improv¬ 
ing the homes, the City, with the assistance of Federal Community 
Development Block Grant Funds allocated to us by Prince George’s 
County, will be undertaking a variety of public improvements in the 
GHI neighborhoods. 

This summer, the City began installing playground equipment 
throughout GHI neighborhood playgrounds as a first step in rehabili¬ 
tating and improving these small park areas. 

Two other community development projects — the reconstruction 
of Research Road and the construction of a new sidewalk between 
Ridge and the Center Mall — now in the engineering stages, will bene¬ 
fit GHI as well as other city residents. We expect to begin design 
work shortly on the reconstruction of Hillside Road between Research 
and Laurel Hill with the construction of a pedestrian underpass in 
order to bring a new walkway to the North End. 

In future years we expect to reconstruct Ridge Road from East¬ 
way to Southway and Plateau Place. All of that work will be done 
with Block Grant Funds. 

iWth City funds we have undertaken this summer the reconstruc¬ 
tion of Crescent Road from Gardenway to Parkway, the reconstruction 
of Hillside Road from Northway to Laurel Hill and the reconstruction 
of Laurel Hill from Hillside to Ridge. These projects should be com¬ 
pleted shortly with the resurfacing of the streets by a paving con¬ 
tractor. The City Council is currently considering the feasibility of 
a major capital improvement program which would include further 
street and public improvements in the GHI area. 

The City will be participating directly in the rehabilitation of GHI 
homes by employing a rehabilitation loan specialist to assist GHI res¬ 
idents in making application for state, and possibly federal rehabili¬ 
tation loans for home improvements over and above those to be done 
by GHI. This position should be filled by mid-October, and this indi¬ 
vidual will serve as a coordinator of Housing Rehabilitation through¬ 
out the City, with a primary initial responsibility of assisting GHI. 
This position is also funded with Community Development Block 
Grant funds. 

Lastly, with the strong support of Greenbelt voters who approved 
giving the City Council authority to issue revenue bonds for rehabili- 
ation proiects, the City stands ready to consider other financing needs 
of the GHI rehabilitation program, if necessary. There is now avail¬ 
able still another means for obtaining low cost financing to assure the 
total success of this worthy project.

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Erosion Control Work at Lake 
Park Is High City Priority 

by Leta Mach 

City Council received two reports about recreation facilities 
at its August 13 meeting. The Park and Recreation Advisory 
Board (PRAB) report requested that council review previous 
reports on the Greenbelt Lake Park because “conservation of the 
Greenbelt Lake Park and allocation of funds to prevent further 
deterioration is of highest priority.” After council questioned 
City Manager James Giese about the work the city was doing at 
the lake, it moved to refer the action of the city manager to 


PRAB. 

Although PRAB agreed the proj¬ 
ects of the past year were "posi¬ 
tive beginnings,” it wanted "a more 
extensive program.” "Except for 
time frame and different feelings 
of the degree of criticalness,” Giese 
did not think there were any incon¬ 
sistencies between FKAB recom¬ 
mendations and the city erosion 
control work at the lake. Council 
has approved a three year soil and 
lawn rehabilitation program for the 
area of the bandstand. 

One of the reports PRAB rec¬ 
ommended be reviewed was the Soil 
Conservation Report of November 
.1978. After a site analysis, the per¬ 
sonnel of the Soil Conservation 
Service made several recommenda¬ 
tions. One of these was that the 
tile drain and drainage from the 
handstand be improved and the 
eroded area be filled with topsoil 
and revegetated. Part of this area 
was improved last year with com¬ 
posted sludge from the Agricultural 
Research Center and then reseeded. 
Eroded areas along the shore near 
the dam have been worked on this 
year. Giese said the city has also 
regarded the area of heaviest ero¬ 
sion by the bandstand and worked 
on the water drainage problem 
there. The city crews have also 
completed placing riprap along the 
banks of the peninsula, an action 
recommended in the 1978 report. 
The silt traps for the two lake 
feeder streams have also recently 
been cleared out with a drag line. 

In general Giese agreed with the 
PRAB report, which found the 
overall appearance of the park 
good. The report felt the lake and 
the shoreline should be deepened 
in some areas. It also found that 
the overflow structure for the lake 
was in need of repair. Another sug¬ 
gestion was that access areas for 
the lake should be designated to 
eliminate erosion from pedestrian 
traffic, but Giese, in his comments 


last fall on the report, expressed 
his view that regrading would be 
better than an "artificial walkway.” 

At the August 13 council meeting 
Councilman Richard Castaldi quer¬ 
ied the safety in using sludge. How¬ 
ever, Councilmen Thomas White 
and Charles Schwan felt the mate¬ 
rial would not have been released 
if there were any concern about it. 
Giese next recalled an old propo¬ 
sal for a new service road at the 
lake instead of the present one 
through the playground. Mayor 
Richard Pilski felt the next coun¬ 
cil should consider the matter. 

Council also received a report 
from the Advisory Planning Board 
APB) recommending that it urge 
he county executive to support
